Washington, Aug. 2.—Unless 
something happens to provoke heated 
discussions of a political character, 
the new tariff bill should be enacted 
{nto law and the extraordinary session 
of congress adjourned before the end 
of the present week. 

Inquiry among senators opposed to 
the adoption of the conference com- 
mittee report of the Payne-Aldrich 
bill indicates that the debate will not 
be as extended as it threatened to be 
before the conferees’ report. 

The senate met at 10 o’clock today. 
The probably will begin at 
that hour each day and will continue 
until 6 or 7 o’clock daily until the re- 
port is adopted. If it is found that 
more senators desire to speak than 
have already given notice, it is pos- 
sible that evening may be 
held. 

Senator Aldrich is determined that 
the conference report shall not be car- 
ried over into next week. He does 
not expect to occupy very much time 
himself. He says that he will not 
speak longer than an’ hour or two and 
that other members of the committee 
will occupy comparatively little time. 

It is probable that senators who 
were opposed to the placing of hides 
on the free list will have something to 
say on that subject and that all of the 
Republicans who voted against the bill 
when it was on its passage in the sen- 
ate will take occasion to explain their 
action. Some of these senators will 
vote for the adoption of the conference 
report and some of them are expected 
to vote in the negative. 

Senator Culberson, leader of the 
minority, is authority for the state- 
ment that the Democrats will debate 
the conference report thoroughly, but 
will not filibuster against its adop- 
tion.

Revision Is Downward 

President Taft last night gave out 
a statement embodying his views of 
the new. tariff act, which he desig- 
nates officially as the “Payne Bill,” in 
accordance with the past custom of 
giving recognition to the framer of 
the measure in the house. 

The president says that though the 
bill is not perfect by any means, nor 
“a complete compliance with prom- 
ises made, strictly interpreted,” it is 
nevertheless, a sincere effort on the 
part of the party to make a downward 
revision and to comply with the prom- 
ises of the platform. 

Six o'clock was agreed upon by thie 
two houses as the hour for final ad- 
journment. A resolution offered by 
Mr. Culberson expressing the appre- 
ciation of the senate for the able and 
impartial manner in which the vice 
president had presided over the ses- 
sions of that body was adopted. 

In especially happy language Mr. 
Sherman thanked the senate for the 
courteous treatment extended him at 
all times. His life in the senate, he 
said, had been made a_ continual 
pleasures by the consideration shown 
him at all times. 

While the committee appointed to 
notify the president that the house 
Was ready to adjourn was performing 
that duty, there was such an exodus 
of members from the chamber that the 
attendance dwindled away to a mere 
corporal’s guard. 

A half hour yet remained before the 
appointed hour of adjournment and 
the time was dragging so heavily that 
by direction of the speaker the hands 
of the clocks were set ahead twenty- 
five minutes. :

WHITE'S DOINGS 
TOLD IN COURT 


Siories of Architect's Alleged 
Atempis to Ruin Women 


JEROME'S OBJECTION FAILS 


Allow Use of Their 
Names In Connection With Sala- 
cious Testimony—Thaw Himself 
Details Alleged Experience of Girl

White Plains, N. Y¥., Aug. 6.—

Charles Morschauser, Thaw’s at- 
torney, called to the stand David N. 
Carvalho, the handwriting expert. 
Carvalho said he received no compen- 
sation for coming; in fact had refused 
an offer of pay. Then he told of epi- 
sodes connecting White with two 
young women whom it is alleged he 
tried to ruin. Both these women al- 
lowed the use of their One 
was Miss Mae McKenzie, an actress, 
and the other’s name was given as 
Sue Parker. 

When Carvalho began his testimony 
about White District Attorney Jerome 
seemed reluctant to admit it. De- 
feated finally in his struggle to bar it, 
he expressed regret that evidence of 
this kind should once more mark 4 
case already famous for its salacious 
details. 

Thaw Takes the Stand 

It was at the beginning of the after- 
noon session that Thaw himself took 
the stand. Mr. Jerome seemed 
anxious to let him tell all he knew and 
led him through one story after an- 
Other, evidently with the hope that 
the palpable eagerness of the witness 
to talk on this theme would show 
Justice Mills that he was insane on 
the subject. 

And Thaw was eager to tell. The 
words fairly tripped over each other 
as he ranon. “This thing I am going 
to tell you now,” he said, prefacing 


names. 


one of his narratives, “affected me 
very seriously at the time.” 
Continuing he described in detail 


the alleged experience of a girl whom 
he said White had tried to wrong 
when she was but 16. He said that 
after winning her confidence by a dis- 
ply of disinterested friendship White 
lured the girl to his place on Twenty- 
fourth street, New York. The girl 
escaped through a lucky chance, he 
said, and later obtained $5000 from 
White under threat of a suit. After 
that, he continued, White had the 
girl boyecotted so that for several 
years she could not obtain an engage- 
ment at any theatre in New York. 

The incident as related occurred 
within a month of the events in the 
Madison Square tower room narrated 
at the trial by Evelyn Thaw. “This 
woman,” concluded Thaw, “is now 
married and one of the foremost 
actresses on the American stage.” 

Mae McKenzie’s story had been told 
earlier in the day, but Jerome evi- 
dently wanted to hear it from the lips 
of the prisoner. Thaw repeated it, 
beginning like a magazine story. 

According to Thaw these were not 
all of the tales he could tell about the 
man he killed. He gave the location 
of four places he said White main- 
tained for immoral purposes. 

The aged Mrs. Thaw’s appearance 
on the stand was pathetic. Before 
she had spoken two minutes her feel- 
ings overcame her and she paused. 
Thaw kept his seat, but his extreme 
few 


agitation was very evident. A 
minutes later his mother stopped 
again. Tears came to her eyes, she 


put her palmleaf fan before her face 
head. Then Thaw 
could not restrain himself. Springing 
to his feet he ran to the witness 
stand, put his arms about his moth- 
er’s shoulder, patted her hair and 
whispered to her. 

With twitching lips Mrs. Thaw told 
for the second time the story of the 
death of her baby that occurred four- 
teen months before Harry's birth. 
This fact was used at the second trial 
as having a powerful pre-natal effect 
on Harry. 

The witness related Harry's early 
life history. He was rather delicate, 
she said, but his speech, instead of 
being nearly unintelligible, as former 
witnesses testified, was defective, she 
declared, only in the pronunciation or 
two letters. 

Mr. Jerome did not cross-examine 
Mrs. Thaw, and this fact seemed to 
surprise her. The remainder of her 
testimony described her visits to Mat- 
tewan.

Man Aboard Burned and Fire Depart- 


ment Asked for Help. 


L. A. Ogden of D. street, South 
Boston, was badly burned by an ex-| 
plosion of gasoline fumes on his 
power boat, the Dot, off the club} 
house of the Quincy yacht club at | 
Houghs Neck early Sunday morning. 
His boat was burned almost to the 
water’s edge as a result of the fire 
which followed the explosion and the 
fire department was summoned by an 
alarm from box 17 which was rung 
in at 12.17. 

The Dot was moored about 100 
yards from shore not far from the 
end of the float of the Quincy yacht 
club. It is said Mr. Ogden was look- 
ing over the engine by the light of a 
lantern and that escaping gasoline 


fumes ignited. In an instant there 
was a flash and Mr. Ogden was 
thrown to the forward part of the 
boat. The boat became a mass of 


flames and Mr. Ogden with his head, 
face and hands badly burned, was 
obliged to jump overboard as did a 
companion who was with him. 


The janitor of the yacht club 
house and friends, who were on the 
lower piazza, saw the flames and 


ran to the end of the float and pulled 
the two men up. The water was very 
low, fortunately, so the men were able 
to wade to the float.

OUR IMMIGRANT 
“AID” SOCIETIES 


Many Said to Have Perverted 
Their Avowed Purposes 


CONGRESS MAY INVESTIGATE 


Agents For Disreputable Resorts Have 
Obtained From New York “Homes” 
Girls Newly Arrived From Foreign 
Countries, According to Congress- 
man Bennett—Crusade Likely to 
Extend to Several American Ports 


New York, Aug. 12.—The crusade 
against evils in the management of 
immigration aid societies in this city, 
which began with the barring of two 
societies from Ellis Island, has shown 
conditions which officials declare will 
be called to the attention of con- 
gress at its next session. 

In an interview here Congressman 
William Bennett, a member of the 
commission appointed by congress in 
1907 to investigate immigration prob- 
lems, saye that an inquiry by the 
commission has shown that 75 per- 
cent of the so-called homes in New 
York have perverted the avowed pur- 
poses for which they were organized. 

The most serious charge made by 
Bennett is that agents for disreput- 
able resorts have been able in the past 
to go to these homes and obtain girls, 
newly arrived from foreign countries, 
who believed that they were about to 
find employment in desirable places. 
The agents have paid from $1 to $5 
apiece for the girls thus secured, he 
says. 

The commission, in getting at the 
facts of the situation here and in oth- 
er cities, employed detectives who 
posed as agents for questionable re- 
sorts. They had no difficulty, it is 
said,,in obtaining girls from the of- 
ficials of certain homes. 

Similar evils have been found by 
the commission to exist in other 
American cities, and the crusade 
against them is likely to extend to 
several ports where large numbers of 
immigrants arrive. The commission 
will report to congress early in March 
of next year. 


A CAP COD “SNORTER” 


Proves Too Much For Most of New 
York Yacht Club’s Racers 

Portland, Me., Aug. 12.—Of 
twenty-two yachts of the New York 
Yacht club fleet which left Vineyard 
Haven Tuesday morning on the run 
of 152 miles to Cape Elizabeth light- 
ship, but three had arrived at sun- 
set last night.

It is interesting, incidentally, to 
note that Whitbread was also the first 
to propose the postal savings scheme 
which has been fruitful of large accu- 
mulations in Great Britain and many 
continental and which has 
been seriously proposed for adoption 
in this country. 

In these and other respects Whit- 
bread was ahead of his time. It was 
necessary for the mew institutions, 
the savings banks to learn to handle 
ordinary savings a safe and con-' 
servative way. 

But the conception of life insur- 
ance as something having a very di-| 
rect relationship to savings did not 
disappear. A very interesting little 
book, of which copies may be found 
in some of the Massachusetts public | 
libraries, is a report submitted in 
December, 1874, by a committee ap-| 
pointed by the Boston board of trade 
on the subject of “the union of sav- 
ings bank and life insurances.” 

This committee consisted of Nathan- 
iel C. Nash, Robert O. Fuller, Edward

BEAUTIFYING A RAILROAD. 


It is stated that the Union Pacific 
Railway is planning to plant its right 
of way from the Missouri river to the 
Pacific with alfalfa. At each edge 
of the right of way also will be plant- 
ed a row of pine trees alternating 
with elms, there being a tree at in- 
tervals of every two rods. As the 
alfalfa becomes green early in the 
spring and remains so until late in 
the fall, the ornamental effect should 
be decidedly pleasing.

CENSUS MUST NOT 
MIX WITH POLITICS 


President Taft Gives Out a 
Warning to That Effect 


Beverly, Mass., Aug. 16.—In a 
letter addressed to Secretary Nagel 
of the department of commerce and 
labor, President Taft served notice 
that any man engaged in the taking 
of the thirteenth census of the Unit- 
ed States who engaged in politics in 
any way will immediately be dis- 
missed from the service. Outside of 
casting their votes, the president be- 
lieves that census supervisors and 
enumerators should keep clear of any- 
thing that savors of politics, national, 
state or local. 

The president orders that Nagel and 
the director of the census embody in 
the regulations governing the taking 
of the census the rule so forcibly laid 
down in his letter. 

Mr. Taft says that in appointing 
census supervisors it has been found 
necessary to select men recommended 
by senators and congressmen in their 
districts. He says he realizes that 
this method of selection might easily 
be perverted to political purposes.

Torpedo Boat Winslow Gets Into An 
other Bunch of Trouble 

Plymouth, Mass., Aug. 16.—The 
mishaps to the United States torpedo 
boat Winslow, which accompanied the

IN HEINZE GASE 


Grand Jury Finds Bills Against 
Persch ar? Another Man 


GONTINUES ITS INVESTIGATION 


District Atorney’s Office Desirous of 
Finding Actual Source of $50,000 
That Formed Basis of Loan Trans- 
action—Similar Operations Probably 
Conducted With Other Victims— 
Not Work of “Large Interests” 


New York, Aug. 17.—Indictments 
were returned against Donald L. 
Persch and another man in connec- 
tion with the $50,000 Heinze loan 
swindle. 

The district attorney's office is now 
bending its energies to discover the 
actual source of the $50,000 tnat 
formed the basis of the loan transac- 
tion. 

It has been said that the purpose 
was for the “large interests” to get 
control of the Ohio Copper and David 
Dailey Copper properties by buying 
up the stock sold out in connection 
with such loans as the one under in- 
vestigation. 

That, however, would be a _ very 
roundabout way of getting the stock, 
inasmuch as Heinze and his agents 
have been bending every effort to the 
making of a market for it, and if any 
“large interests” were anxious to ab- 
sorb it there would have been and 
would be now ample opportunity to 
do so without violating the penal code 
or employing swindlers to handle the 
detail. 

An additional fact confirming the 
conclusion that has been expressed is 
that the gang in the Heinze case have 
been conducting similar operations 
with other victims. Surely “the large 
interests” would not be engaged in a 
general effort to make illicit profits 
by selling out collateral put up against 
loans. 

The grand jury continued its in- 
vestigation of the case today and it 
is possible that other indictments will 
be returned. Although the name of 
the man indicted with Persch was 
not made public, it is understood that 
the co-defendant in question is a man 
whose name has not been previously 
mentioned in the case.

The decisicn of the court, embodied 
after careful consideration of the 


many typewritten pages of testimony 
taken at the hearings, is on five 
pages, written by hand and tran- 
scribed after the findings of the orig- 
inal board of inquest, are inclosed 
to guide the secretary of the navy in 
following the court’s recommenda- 
tions. 

Most important among the court's 
findings is naturally the fact that Sut- 
ton held the revolver which fired the 
fatal shot into his own head. This 
was the contention of the officers who 
were with him, and the report made 
by the first board. 

Against it stood out the bold 
sertion of Mrs. Sutton’s attorney, 
Henry E. Davis, that the wound 
could not have been self-inflicted, and 
the claim that Sutton was shot in the 
back of the head while fleeing from 
his brother officers after they had 
beset him and beaten him. 

Whatever weight was attached to 
this claim by persons who heard the 
testimony, it did not impress the 
members of the court, and is given 
little consideration in their summing 
up. 

Why Sutton pulled the trigger 
while he lay face downward on the 
ground is taken up, but the evidence 
on this point is insignficant in determ- 
ining what passed in the officer's mind 
when he fired the shot. How far the 
court's finding on this point will con- 
sole Mrs. Sutton in her contention 
that her son did not commit suicide 
is not known. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Win- 
throp has decided to give the exact 
wording of the court on this point. 
He said it was possible that he might 
change his mind, but said it is likely 
that exact copies of the decision on 
all points would be given verbatim to 
the press.

Roghi’s influence had been weak- 
ened by the report that he had sold 
the Riff region to Spaniards, who de- 
sired to exploit the mines there. Af- 
ter the defeat of his men Roghi fied 
to the mountains.

NEVER A SIGN 
OF HESITATION 


Advance of Red Red Army Cleanly 
Executed and Strategic 


POSTED ON “BLUES POSITION 


Less Than a Dozen Miles Separate 
Headquarters of Defenders and In- 
vaders, the Latter Holding Strong- 
est Position—Rain Gives Soldiers 
Severe Taste of Army Life—Invad- 
ers Communicate by Wireless 


Boston, Aug. 18. —At* the conclu- 
sion of Tuesday’s maneuvers in the 


war game in which the army of the 
Red, under General Bliss, is striv- 
ing to capture Boston, w hich is de- 
fended by the army of the Blue, un- 
der General Pew, the army of the 
Red had made a material advance, 
and unless Pew can concentrate’ his 
troops today to meet the attack which 


Bliss has massed heavily on _ the 
Blue’s left, Pew faces defeat. 
The two headquarters. are within 


less than a dozen miles of each other. 
Pew’s quarters are still within six 
miles of Bridgewater, while Bliss has 
made a material agivance from a point 
eight miles southeast of Middleboro, 
where his headquarters were Mon- 
day night, to East Middleboro, which 
is some eight miles northeast of Mid- 
dieboro. 

From the general direction of the 
movements of Bliss and his Red army 
and the strength’ of his command, the 
plan which he intends to follow to 
capture Boston is apparently revealed 
for the first thme. This is to anni- 
hilate Pew’s extreme left and to pass 
that end with a comparatively clear 
road to Boston. 

But for the fact that the hour of 1 
o'clock, when both armies cease 
operations for the day, arrived a trifle 
too soon, the plan would have been 
eminently successful Tuesday. As it 
is, unless Pew can support his sec- 
ond brigade of infantry, comprising 
the Fifth, Eighth and Ninth regiments 
and Battery B, which is the Blue’s 
left wing, by all his cavalry and ar- 
tillery, which are in the center some 
six miles away from the scene, and 
thereby hold the roads this morning 
until his first brigade can be rushed 
from the right, he faces defeat and 
Boston is left open to the invaders. 

Over at the extreme left of the Blue 
line the three regiments named are 
facing practically the entire Red 
army, Bliss’ movement Tuesday 
was on a settled plan, with which 
every organization was apparently 
familiar. In addition it was cleanly 
executed and strategic, and gave evi- 
dence that the Red scouts had fully 
posted Bliss on the position of the 
Blues. (In the Red’s advance there 
never was a sign of hesitation when 
the Blue’s outposts were encountered, 
and then, either captured or driven in 
in short. order. 

Tuesday’s battle took place under 
conditions strongly resembling those 
of the Peninsula campaign in the 
Civil war. The country roads, inches 
deep in ‘the dust of a long summer 
drouth, were changed into rivers of 
mud before the most severe northeast 
rain storm of the summer. 

The suspension of hostilities brought 
no relief. All day the rain poured 
down in torrents. The shelter tents 
of both armies were quickly soaked 
through.; The ditéhes dug around 
them filléd with water and overflowed 
into the tents. Waterproof clothing 
became watersoaked, and there was 
a general stampede for the nearest | 
barn or other shelter. 

Outside the precarious condition of 
the left wing of the defending army 
the feature of the day was the repulse 
of the enemy in its rear attack on 
Boston. 

Two companies of the Red army, 
numbering: about 200 men, were range 

ed by the transport Sumner at Swamp- 
scott and after a bloody encounter 
were driven off by the Secondary sta- 
tion, an outpost of the Blue army, 
commanded by Colonel Patterson with 
{nfantry frem New York. 

Th balloon Greylock, in which of- 
ficers of the Blue army were to have 
made an ascension at Brockton tu 
make an observation of the enemy’s 
lines, was kidnapped by the heavy 
northeaster, which tore the bag from 
{ts moorings and sent {t soaring rapid- 
ly to the westward, where it disap- 
peared. 

Wireless telegraphy figured in 
Tuesday’s movements. The signal 
corps of the National Guard of Wash- 
ington brought their wireless tele- 
graph outfit to the front of Bliss’ Red 
line and kept headquarters well 
posted on the proceedings. at the 
front. 


Beverly Folks Worry About Taft 

Beverly, Mass., §. 18.—The 
citizens of Beverly have been expect- 
ing hourly to hear of the capture of 
the president and the summer “capitol 
by the Red army of invasion.” Three 
transports belonging to the Reds, the 
Sumner, the Meade and the McClel- 
fan, together with the tugs General 
Schofield and General Ord, are riding 
at anchor inside Baker’s island in 
plain sight of the president’ 8 summer 
home. 

It was reported that an attempt had 
been made to take the president a 
prisoner of war in the morning, but 
he escaped to the golf links.

AUTO DASHED 
INTO A FENCE 


Operator and Mechanician Are 
Killed on Racing Trask 


BOTH MASSACHUSETTS MEN 


Accident Not Definitely 
Known, but Probably Resulted 
From Wheel Slipping Off—Hair- 
Raising Contests on New Speedway, 
In Which Two New American Track 
Records Are Established 


Cause of 


Indianapolis, Aug. 20.—Two lives 
were lost and two records broken dus 
ing the inauguration of the Indianap- 
olis motor speedway. William A. 
Bourque, driver of the Knox car in 
the 250-mile race, and Harry Hol- 
comb, his mechanician, were killed in 
the carnival of speed. 

Barney Oldfield, driving a high 
powered Benz, covered a mile in 
43 1-10, and Louis Chevrolet, in the 
Buick, negotiated ten miles in the 
marvelous time of 8:56 4-10. Both 
these are new American track rec- 
ords. 

Robert Burman, in a Buick car, 
won the 250-mile race, the feature of 
the day, and the contest which cost 


Bourque and Holcomb their lives. The | 


winner’s time was 4:38:57 4-10. 

The death of the two men caused 
the American Automobile association 
to issue an ultimatum to the owners 


of the big track that certain changes | 


must be immediately made or the 
sanction for the races will be with- 
drawn. 

The Knox car was in second place, 


with Burman in his Buick leading. He! 
had covered nearly 150 miles when the 
Coming down the home | 


crash came. 
stretch the car suddenly swerved and 
dashed into the fence, turning com- 
pletely over and pinning its two occu- 
pants beneath it. 

Theories as to the cause of the acci- 


dent vary and no one will ever know | 


what really caused the car to swerve 
from the track. 
Brandoer, who was nearest the scene 
of the accident, something caused 


both men to suddenly turn and look | 


behind. As they did so the steering 
wheel slipped from Bourque’s hands 
and he threw his arms helplessly in 
the air. Then the crash came. 

One of the rear wheels was found 
a few hundred feet from the scene of 
the accident, and this has led to the 
theory that the axle nut on it was not 
properly tightened when the machine 
took on a new tire shortly before. 
The men probably felt the wheel slip- 
ping off and after they looked behind 
realized their helplessness to prevent 
an accident. 

Aside from the deaths the 250- 
mile race teemed with dramatic inci- 
dents and disappointments. Strang 
was the first to come to grief. His 


Buick car caught fire before he had | 


completed one lap. The remainder of 
the field had gained about fifteen miles 


when he resumed, and he dropped out | i 
after making a gallant effort to regain | 


his lost ground. 


Chevrelot, in a Buick car, dashed | 
into the lead at the start, and held it} 


for 52 laps, or more than half the 
race, with the brief exception of the 
15th and 16th laps, when he relin- 
quished it to his teammate, Burman, 
the winner. Then he was blinded and 
was led from the track and his car 
Was withdrawn. Miller, in a Stod- 
dard-Dayton, also gave up his losing 
race about this time. 

After Chevrolet's withdrawal, Bur- 
man again went into the lead with 
Bourque second and Kincaid, in a 
National, third. This order continued 
until the fatal accident to the Knox, 
when Kincaid moved into second place 
and Ellis, in a Jackson, loomed up 
as a contender in third place. 

Burman led until the 82nd lap, or 
about 205 miles had been covered: 
Continual trouble with tires and ig- 
nition caused him to lose his once 
commanding lead and drop back to 
second place, while Ellis, in a Jack- 


son car, who had passed Kincaid some 


distance back, took the lead, with 
Burman second and Clemeats, in a 
Stoddard-Dayton, third. 

Then the Jackson began to en- 
counter a string of mishaps which 
finally put it out of the race. 

With the Jackson out of commis- 
sion, Burman was able to regain his 
lead, with Clements second and Kin- 
caid, in a National, third. This order 
continued until the finish. 

The closest race of the day came in 
the five-mile stripped chassis event, 
won by Burman after a fierce struggle 
with Bourque. The two cars tore 
around the track, with wheels almost 
touching throughout the five miles. 
The scant margin of nine-tenths of a 
second separated Bourque from a vic- 
tory in the last race he ever finished. 


Both Masaschusetts Men

fred Bourque was 29 years old and 
had been in the automobile racing 
fame three years, representing the 
Knox Automobile company of this 
city. He was to have been married 
this fall.

The motorists claim 
that only a few of their number dis- 
regard the speed limits, yet if the list 
of persons fined each year in any of 
the municipal and distBict courts in 
or near Boston for violating the auto- 
mobile law, were compiled, it would 
be a fair sized percentage of the total 
number of owners. 

“Milton does not advertise to 
motorists a “square deal,” and yet 
there is not a town that treats them 
more fairly. Except in cases, 
where the condition surrounding the 
offenses exceptional, Chief

Mechanician and Two Spectators 
Killed at Indianapolis Races 

Indianapolis, Aug. 23.—Three more 
lives were sacrificed in the mad speed 
carnival which has inaugurated the 
great Indianapolis motor speedway. 
One mechanician and two spectators 
paid the penalty of their lives to satis- 
fy the extreme desire for speed. 

The fatal accident came when a Na- 
tional car, driven by Charles Merz in 
the 300-mile race, lost a tire and 
crashed through a fence into a group 
of spectators. 

The dead are Claude Kellum, 
mechanician in the National car; 
Homer Jolleffe and James West. Be- 
sides the three deaths, two serious 
injuries came in the day. 

The race was declared no contest

By a strange freak of fortune Merz 
escaped from the wreck with hardly 
ascratch. He fell under the car when 
it turned a somersault down Into the 
gully near the side of the track.

By this combination of turbines, 
electric generators and motors a very 
economical system of propulsion is 
obtained, especially for low cruising 
speeds as at this condition the steam 
consumption of the main propelling 
machinery is only about one-half of 
what it would be ordinarily. 

The addition of the extra electrical 
machinery for accomplishing this 
economy will necessarily increase the 
cost somewhat, Dut it will gMe far 
greater tactical advantage, by reason 


of increased radius of action.

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‘DESIRABLE MEN 
| LEAVING THE ARMY 


Largely Due to the Indications 
of Prosperity 


Washington, Aug. 24.—Returning 
prosperity is having its effect on re- 
cruiting men for the United States 
army, making it more difficult to keep 
up the standard established-during and 
following the panic of 1907, when 
splendid material was available from 
the ranks of the unemployed. 

The authorized strength of the army 
today is $4,500 men, exclusive of the 
hospital corps, which numbers 3500 
men. As the terms of enlisted men 
expire it is no easy matter to induce 
the desirable men to re-enlist. 

It will not be a”hard matter there- 
fore, to reduce the size of the stand- 
ing army, in accordance with Presi- 
dent Taft's wishes. 


PUTTING ON THE LID 


Maine Summer Resorts Must Strictly 
Observe Sunday Laws 

Sanford, Me., Aug. 24.—*Blue” 
Sundays are in prospect in Sanford for 
at least a year. Thirteen persons 
were aprested Monday, charged with 
violating the Sunday laws. Seven 
dealers were fined $10 and costs each 
and were forced to go under individ- 
ual bonds of $500 as a pledge of fu- 
ture Sunday closing. The trials of 
the other six, four of whom are 
clerks, will come up later. 

It is understood that similar action 
will be taken at Kennebunk and at 
York, two popular summer resorts. 
The efforts to suppress Sunday sales 
are being furthered by the Maine 
Civic league, which secured the evi- 
dence.

When Linen Is Translucent. 

The whiteness and opacity of dry, 
linen, as of writing paper, are due. 
mainly to the fact of repeated reflec§ 
tions at the surface, so that the light is 
wasted in these reverberations before 
it can reach to any depth. The body of ; 
linen is a network of transparent fibers 
not in optical contact, which intercept 
the light by repeatedly reflexing it. 
Now, if the interstices of these fibers , 
are filled by a body of the same refrac- | 
tive index as the fibers themselves the | 
reflexion of the surface is destroyed , 
and the linen is rendered more trans- | 
parent. Water does this; hence linen | 
when wet is darker, but more trans- | 
lucent, just as is the oiled paper used 
for tracings by architects and eugi-} 
neers. The same holds good with ordi-. 
aary glass and ground glass, the re- | 
peated reflections of the latter making 
it far less transparent. To a similar, 
cause are due the whiteness and opac-] 
ity of snow, of salt and of pulverized 
glass.

Roxbury, a boy of fourteen or fifteen, 
who was assisting Mr. Foster in de- 
livering, was in the wagon and 
jumped to try and hold the nigh 
horse. This was unsuccessful as the 
animal was too strong for him. It 
frightened the horses more and they 
started on the run down 
toward Beach street. Mr. Foster, al- 
though fallen, managed to catch hold 
of one rein and this caused the horses 
to swerve to the side of the street. 

The outfit brought up hard against 
a tree in front of the residence of 
John Whitehead, one horse going on 
each side of the tree, while Mr. Fos- 
ter was pinned between the tree and 
the dashboard and injured internally. 

Dr. 'W. G. Brooks, who resides on 
the corner of Beach and Kemper 
was on the scene almost in- 
stantly but by the time the police had 
been telephoned, life was extinct. The 
body was taken to the undertaking 
rooms of A. W. Fay on Newport ave- 
nue, where it was viewed by Medical 
Examiner Frazer of Weymouth, in the 
absence of Dr. Jones of Quincy) and 
later claimed by relatives. 

The horses who had run away were 
captured after a short chase and two 
men were sent out by the firm to de- 
liver the few remaining orders. As 
a rule Mr. Foster only the 
orders but was this week delivering 
them in the place of H. J. Kniffin, who 
is on a vacation. 

Mr. Foster was about forty-five 
years of age and is survived by a wid- 
ow and three brothers, one of whom 
lives in Brockton and another in 
was well known in 
Quincey as driver for Wood, Pollard & 
Co., grocers, of Boston, and has taken 
orders for that concern for many 
years, in fact, ever since a route was 
established by them in this vicinity. 
For this reason he wil be greatly 
missed by the many customers and 
friends with whom he thas become ac- 
quainted in the last ten or twelve 
years of pleasant associations.

Report Thai i Alfred Gwynne

CREATES GREAT. SENSATION 


New York Police Department, Coro- 
ner’s Office and Newspapers Quickly 
Got on the Job, Only to Find That 
Some Unknown Individual Had 
Fooled Them—Perpetrator of Wild

derbilt had been taken. Before go- 
ing, however, the coroner telephoned 
Bellevue and learned that Vanderbilt 
was not there. Subsequent inquiry at 
the Grand Union hotel showed that 
there had been no shooting there. 

The clerk at the hotel said that the 
first intimation he had of any shoot- 
ing came through an inquiry from a 
New York morning newspaper. This 
Was followed quickly by inquiries 
from nearly every other newspaper in 
the city, which had in the meantime 
received the report. 

The coroner quickly found that he 
had been duped and as the Grand 
Union hotel appeared quiet and nor- 
mal when he reporters arrived it was 
seen that there had been a mistake. 

Clinching this fact came a laconic 
message from Vanderbilt himself, or 
at least one who said he was Vander- 
bilt, who called up the coroner's of- 
fice on the telephone and casually re- 
marked: “I understand I have been 
shot.” 

The coroner's office replied that they 
had such a report, but on being as- 
sured by the supposed Vanderbilt 
that he was all right, branded tne 
rumor as a rank fake. 

About the only mystery that re- 
mains to be cleared up now is why the 
rumor was started and by whom. De- 
tectives called at the Grand Union 
hotel, but the clerk in charge, T. W. 

; Miller, could give them no informa- 

tion other than that the first report 
came to him through a newspaper that 
was seeking information. This paper 
had previously received the wild tip 
from the coroner’s office 

Mr. Vanderbilt returned to New 
York from London only a few days 
ago. He was found, safe, sound and 
asleep at the Hotel Plaza early today 
and the whole affair resolves itself 
into a joke. It was also ascertained 
that Vanderbilt had not called up to 
assure the coroner’s office that he was 
all right. This phase of the case is 
believed to have been only another 
part of the hoax. Evidently the per-

E. LANDIS SNYDER. 


Supervisor of Musie in Publie Schools 
Died at Middleton, Pa. 


Word was received in Quincy Thurs- 
day of the death at Middleton, Pa., of 
E. Landis Snyder, for several years 
the supervisor of music in the public 
schools of Quincy. 

Mr. Snyder has been in poor health 
for some time and last April was 
obliged to give up active work, and 
go to his home in Pennsylvania. At 
that time he was granted a leave of 
absence by the School department. 

Mr. Snyder had been supervisor of 
music in the public schools since 
1901. Previous to that time he was 
the organist and choir director at 
Christ’s church. Mr. Snyder was a 
thorough teacher and brought the 
schools of the city to a high plain of 
musical efficiency. He also-organized 
the high school orchestra. 

After leaving Christ church, Mr. 
Snyder became organist and choir di- 
rector of St. Chrysostom’s church and 
shortly before going home for his 
health he accepted a position as or- 
ganist at the First church. 

Mr. Snyder was a thorough teacher 
and a musical writer of some note. 
He was 35 years of age and is sur- 
vived by his parents and two sisters. 

His funeral will be held Saturday at 
Lancester, Pa., and the school depart- 
ment of Quincy will be represented at 
the services by Thomas B. Pollard, 
master of the ‘Washington school, 
who left this noon.

A WORD TO DELEGATES. 


Political Candidates Can Not Serve 
as Caueus Officers. 


In the city of Medford last year the 


question was raised whether an elec- 
tion officer was disqualified from serv- 


ing as such in the state primary elec- 


tions (or caucuses) by the fact that 
he was a candidate to a political con- 
vention from the ward for which he 


was appointed to be an election of- 


ficer. The City Solicitor of Medford, 
to whom the question was submitted, 
decided the election officer was so dis- 
qualified. 


In Acts of 1907, chapter 560, section 
151, itis provided that “The provisions 


of law relating to election officers.... 
shall apply to primaries.” * Section 205 
of the same chapter provides, “No 


person shall at a state, city or town 
election be eligible or act as an elec- 
tion officer in a voting precinct in 
which he is a candidate for election.” 
This provision is highly proper, since 
it would be very undesirable that a 
man should be allowed to count the 
ballots for or against himself. 

This point was not raised in Med- 
ford last year until it was too late 
for the election officers named as can- 
didates to withdraw their names, and 
the Mayor was compelled to remove 
them from office. 

It would therefore seem necessary 
for the political parties taking part 
in the approaching caucus ,to see to 
it that no names of prospective elec- 
tion officers are included in the lists 
of delegates to conventions. 

When it comes to the nominations 
for Ward Committees, by section 154 
of the same law it is especially pro- 
vided that a candidate shall not be 
ineligible to serve as a primary elec- 


tion.

SONDER RAGES 
BEGIN MONDAY 


Races will be Followed by 
Eyes of Two Great Nations 


The official circular for the guid- 
ance of the six sonder class boats 
that will participate in the interna- 
tional races off Marblehead next 
week was issued Thursday. 

The notice states that the races will 
begin Monday at 11 o'clock. One will 
be sailed on Monday, another on Tues- 
day and on Wednesday the crews will 
rest. There will be races on Thurs- 
day and Friday, rest on Saturday and 
Sunday, another race Monday, Sept 
6, and if necessary one on Sept. 7. 

The courses will be alternately 
triangular and windward-and-leeward, 
the starting line being off Halfway 
rock, three miles off Marblehead. The 
triangular courses will be 2 1-2 sania 
to the side, twice around, or 15 miles 
in all. _The other course is six miles 
to windward or leeward and return. 

The method of starting is that em- 
ployed in Germany. At 11 A. M. a 
warning whistle will be blown on the 
committee tug, the flags that have 
signalled the course will be lowered 
and a ball will be hoisted to the top 
of a mast. ‘Five minutes later’ this 
signal ball will be lowered and a 
whistle blown. In another four min- 
utes the signal ball will be hoisted to 
t band on the mast. In 15 seconds it 
will be elevated to another band, at 
»0 seconds to another, and in 45 
seconds to another, and at the end of 
the 10th minute after the warning it 
will be dropped and the whistle 
blown for the start. 

This method enables the men steer- 
ing the boats to tell at a glance how 
many quarters of their last minute 
vefore the start have run out. 

Each boat will be timed from the 
signal, no matter when she crosses 
the line. 

Several circumstances tend to 
make next week’s match an important 
event in the year’s yachting. One is 
the fact that it is a rubber, both sides 
having won, an American team hav- 
ing taken the ‘Roosevelt cup at Marble- 
head in 1906, and a German team the 
kaiser’s cup at Kiel in 1907. There was 
no match in 1908. 

Another fact that enlists public in- 
terest in the match is that it is the 
only international yachting event of 
the year. In short, these races have 
served to keep alive interest in inter- 
national sailing matches, since the 
New York yacht club put the America 
cup in the locker and padlocked it in. 

There are many vachtsmen who 
hope they will pave the way to racing 
between America and Germany with 
larger boats, possibly for the America 
cup, could a way be found to draw 
that famous prize from its retiremént. 

As the world knows, the German 
emperor is deeply interested in yacht- 
ing. He gave a prize for a great race 
of large vachts across the Atlantic in 
1905. It is expected that a similar 
race will be sailed for another trophy 
from him in 1910. He has encour- 

aged German designers of yachts to 
produce vessels as fast as any built 


in England and in recent matches the Sale, 


new imperi@l schooner Meteor IV, the 
emperor’s pride, and another German 
schooner, the Germania, built in 1908 
swept the board at Cowes, the strong- 
hold of British yachting. 

The kaiser has sent one of his most 
experienced advisers in naval and 
yachting matches, Vice Admiral Bar- 
andon, to witness, as his representa- 
tive, next week’s match at Marble- 
head. 

The presence of this German Ad- 
miral, as special ambassador of an 
emperor, and of President Taft at the 
scene of the races, gives the interna- 
tional match an official character that 
would appear at first glance to be out 
of proportion to the little yachts with 
which the races will be sailed. 

The President will present the 
prizes—the Taft and Draper cups as 
they are called—to the winners, and 
will entertain the crews of all six

IS ABSOLUTE! 


No Word From 0 Outer World 
Gan Reach Harriman 


DOCTOR MAKES A REPORT 


Says Patient Is Suffering From Gen- 
eral Nervous Breakdown and Needs 
Rest—Harriman and Allied Stocks 
Go Tobogganing, Affecting Entire 
New York Market, on Account of 


Pessimistic Rumors 


Arden, N. Y¥., Aug. 27.—What- 
ever the actual prognosis for Edward 
H. Harriman’s recovery, it is evident 
that his family has determined that 
he shall make no further sacrifices of 
vitality to reassure the public and 
buoy up the steck market. No armed 
guards patrol his estate, but for all 
effective purposes of human inter- 
course, his isolation on his mountain- 
top is as absolute as any devised for 
an eastern potentate. 

Except the selected few of his own 
{immediate entourage, not a soul sees 
him and no word from the _ outer 
world penetrates his seclusion. His 
“rest cure” is absolute. All approach- 
es to the grounds are picketed and 
admission is unqualifiedly denied to 
outsiders. 

The telephone operator at Arden 
with access on a direct line to the 
house has orders to make no connec- 
tions from the outside. The mountain 
and private funicular railway to the 
heights are both forbidden to every- 
one but the household. It is impos- 
sible to reach Harriman either direct- 
ly or indirectly, unless by his own 
wish or that of his family communi- 
cated from within the gates. 

Dr. Lyle, the family physician, 
bridged the gap Thursday with a brief 
account of his patient’s progress. 
Harriman, he said, had been con- 
fined to the house for the day by the 
rains which shrouded all the Ramapo 
mountain, but his eager mind had 
been busy with the construction work 
still in progress on his new home. 

“Mr. Harriman passed a good night 
and ate a hearty breakfast at 10 
o'clock this morning,” said Lyle. 
“His appetite is better and he relishes 
good food and plenty of it. His pres- 
ent condition is due to a general nerv- 
ous breakdown and there is nothing 
hs needs more than absolute rest.” 

Robert S. Lovett, who has been 
mentioned as MHarriman’s possible 
successor, came to Arden yesterday 
afternoon for another eonference. 
Lovett positively refused to discuss 
the purpose of his frequent visits. It 
{s thought, however, that with his 
first lieutenant so often at his elbow, 
Harriman cannot be wholly out of 
touch with the market or completely 
free from business cares. 

All the Harriman children are now 
here. Walter A. Harriman, the eld- 
est son and last to arrive, stepped off 
a train from Chicago. “I am not a

Great Sag In Stock Market 

New York, Aug. 27.—The state of 
Harriman’s health continues to be the 
principal topic of interest to Wall 
street.

Farman Carries Off Grand Prize | 


In Great Contest at Rheims | 
FLIGHT OF OVER 118 MILES 


Remains In Air Ten Minutes After 
Timekeepers Cease to Keep Record, 
His Time Being Less Than Four 


Seconds Under Three and a Quarter 
Hours—Glenn Curtiss Among the 
Last of Contestants 


28.—Henry Farman, 
the English aviator, a dark horse in 
the aviation contests, in a biplane of 
his own design broke the world’s rec- 
ords for duration of flight and dis- 
tance in a heavier-than-air machine 
and won the Grand Prix de la Cham- 
pagne—the endurance test—by a re- 
markable flight officially recorded as 
180 kilometres (111.78 miles) in 3h., 
4m., 56 2-5s. 

He actually covered more than an 
extra-10 kilometres, a total of over 
118 miles, and remained in the air 10 
minutes after 7:30 o'clock last even- 
ing, the hour that the timekeepers, 
under the rules, ceased to keep a rec- 
ord of the flight.

my profound respect. Our grandfa- 
thers and great-grandfathers did their 
hunting with them and used them in 
our two victorious wars with England. 
They were always good weapons and 
are now, if they are equipped with a 
good stock and a good lock. They 
could do fine service. Any man who 
was any sort of a marksman could do 
effective work with them in their day. 
This fact was well illustrated in an 
Incident that happened several years 
ago near Richmond. The story was 
printed in some of the leading news- 
papers in Virginia and was the cause 
of much interest. 

“There was an old farmer residing in 
one of the peninsular counties who was 
coming on the cars to Richmond and 
had with him one of those old fash- 
foned weapons. In the train he got 
into conversation with a small party 
of gentlemen, who expressed much in- 
terest in his old rifle, and the farmer 
told of some rather extraordinary feats 
of marksmanship that he had per- 
formed with it.

SANDFORD'S 
PROPHECIES 


Earthquakes Will Be Used to 
Bring Men to Their Senses 


TIDAL WAVES ALONG GOAST 


and 


Stars Will Fall From Heaven, 
War, Pestilence and Famine will 
Play an Important Part In Conquer- 
ing Evils of the World—Safety Lies 
In Getting Into Fold of “Holy Ghost 
and Us” 

Rockland, Me., Aug. 31.—Denying 
having made any prophecy about the 
world coming to an end and announc- 


; ing his purpose to establish a chain 


of missions from Panama to the Arctic 
for the evangelization of the American 
continent, Rey. Frank W. Sandford, 
leader of the sect known as the Holy 
Ghost and Us, granted his first ex- 
tended ‘interview since departing on 
his world cruise of 30,000 miles three 
years ago. He said in part: 

“I have already knowledge that 
three more ships will be added to our 


' fleet (which now consists of the yacht 


Coronet, the barkentine Kingdom and 
two small craft, the Ripple and Over- 
comer). Nine long years we have 
worked and waited, and the achieve- 
aims is in sight. The 
tide has already turned in our favor, 
and when more disciples begin to seek 
our religion it will be not by the hun- 
dred but by the thousands. I shall 
yet be a popular man in this state.” 

After reviewing a history of his ex- 
perience in Maine he continued: “The 
voyage of the Coronet around the 
globe has meant the preparing of the 
way for a mighty outpouring, the 
stupendous manifestation of divine 
love to every creature in accordance 
with the given by Christ 
that first night in Jerusalem. 

“Earthquakes will be used to bring 
men to their senses; tidal waves with 
fearful violence will sweep along the 
coasts of the earth till men in their 
fright will die of heart failure; stars 
will fall from heaven like falling figs 
in a tempest; war and pestilence and 
famine, and many other similar 
agencies will be brought by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of heaven and earth 
to conquer this globe, to conquer 
hearts, to bring the lofty looks of man 
down and to make emphatic the fact 
that Christ is Lord indeed. 

“In His love, God proposes to warn 
humanity before these events take 
place. ‘Tongues of fire upon the 
heralds, upon those who pray as well 
as those who every 
member of the church of God and each 
person throughout His kingdom is
